Claim 5 (currently amended): The A laser scanning system of claim 4 , comprising: 

a photodetector for detecting the intensity of a light beam reflected and/or scattered off a 
bar code symbol consisting of bars and spaces of different light reflectivity, and generating an 
analog scan data signal representative of the detected intensity of the reflected and/or scattered 
light beam: and 

a scan data signal processor having a plurality of signal processing paths. 
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
